Ills f:ico 
jwas'paiul.oJ; he woro great round ear- 
rings, and rows of beads and claws 
'around his neck; bands of boads ou his 
jlittlo bare brown arms; embroidered 
ileggins and beautiful moccasins, und a 
Jong piece -of red cloth hanging from his 
Waist. 
In fact, ho was as guyly dressed 


as a grown-up Indian mau, and ho had 
'd cimiiing liulo war-club, all orna- 
mented und painted. 


For weapons, they 
carried guns, 


rillos and long sncars.

'had round shields ou their left arms. 
: .Most of the tepees had been collected 
'together and pitched so as to form a 
|l:irgn circle, and their wagons were

;crease»l yells, rushed their excited and
